AN EPITOME OF A DISCOURSE.

To the Editor of the Magazine, 

Sir,—The following is an epitome of a discourse, 
delivered at the Baptist meeting-house in Wren- 
tham, on Thursday last, by the Rev. Jonaruan 
Witson, Pastor of the Baptist church in Attlebo- 
rough; from Isaiah lix.
